WASHINGTON < AP« - US 
officials believe that the Chinese 
Communists may soon explode 
a second nuclear device. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
said Sunday in a television in­ 
terview on ABC's “ Issues and 
Answers” that a second explo- 
aion might be forthcoming. 
The first blast, last Friday, 
was predicted by Rusk in a late 
September statement His fore­ 
cast was based on U S intelli­ 
gence 
information 
and 
esti- 
mates of the Chinese Commu­ 
nist nuclear capability 
At that time it was generally 
believed by Washington authori­ 
ties 
that 
the Chinese would 
probably ase up their supply of 
nuclear explosive material in 
one shot 
But the test they conducted 
Friday was described by Ameri­ 
can nuclear experts as having a 
low yield. Such a blast would 
not require an especially large 
amount of fissionable material 
— uranium or plutonium 
The 
Chinese are known to have a 
number of atomic installations 
Officials said that a second 
detonation would not have any 
greater 
military 
significance 
than the fir^t. All agree that the 
Chinese will require 5 to IO 
years to accumulate even a 
modest 
stockpile 
of 
atomic 
'weapons and the bomber* or 
/rockets to deliver them.

induced a state of unresponsive­ 
ness.” the bulletin said 
“ Efforts have been undertak­ 
en to clear his system of these 
toxic elements, but the outlook 
is grave,” it added

press 
spokesman 
for 
Hoover declined to elaborate on 
the “state of unresponsiveness” 
mentioned in the bulletin. 
Hoover's third attack of inter­ 
nal bleeding within 16 months 
struck him early Sunday. He 
was in his Waldorf Towers suite 
where he has been confined by 
falling health most of the time 
for two years.

The Forgotten Issue Of The Campaign 


Wh e n 
Candidate 
Johnson 
claims that Congress will re­ 
ceive a “ m andate” to give him 
his project for medicare under 
Social Security, he reaches the 
very pinnacle of absurdity. For 
Social Security, with or without 
medicare, has been the forgot­ 
ten issue in this campaign. 


The generalities in the two 
party platforms are meaning­ 
less. And who, by the way, has 
read or even thought about those 
platforms s i n c e 
they 
were 
adopted with great TV cover­ 
age last summer? They 
are 
gone with the roses and straw­ 
berries of June, preserved only 
in the hothouse of librarians. 


Goldwater did not spell out his 
suggestion about making Social 
Security “ voluntary,” and after 
a howl went up he reverted to 
a general statement of “ support 
of and strengthening of the So­ 
cial Security system ” 
Johnson, 
beyond 
mentioning 
the 19 7 million now on the re­ 
ceiving end of the payments, 
has presented no enlightenment 
whatever on the subject. 


Politicians running for office 
either don't know what the facts 
are or find the subject too hot 
to touch For the American peo­ 
ple are. so far as this subject 
is concerned, living with fool­ 
ish delusions. And the task of 
educating them would be even 
greater than will be the job 
which lies ahead to make the 
system financially sound. 


SI CH A COMMUNITY of si­ 
lence is most unfortunate, be­ 
cause certainly not less than 
IOO million people are directly 
financially affected by the sub­ 
ject This figure includes 15 mil­ 
lion receiving old age benefits.

ture and over the lives and hap­ 
piness of future generations. 
Certain facts about the finan­ 
cial solvency of the system are 
inescapable: 
As of 1963 the unfunded obli­ 
gations of the system amounted 
to $330 billion. This means that 
if the benefits are continued at 
present levels (and they will 
be. because no political govern­ 
ment will reduce them!, that 
amount must be raised for cur­ 
rent payments bv employe and 
employer taxes. Also, the gen­ 
erality of taxpayers must re­ 
deem such government securi­ 
ties in the trust fund as are 
needed to pay current obliga­ 
tions. 


THIS BURDEN will fall upon 
those under 65. 
If medicare is added to So­ 
cial Security, the unfunded obli­ 
gations. according to competent 
actuaries, 
will 
rise 
to more 
than $400 billion. To repeat, this 
vast bu. den must fall upon the 
employers and the workers who 
are under 65 And millions must 
pay who will not be 65 for 30 
years or more. 
To meet rising payments to 
those over 65, the rates of So­ 
cial Security taxes must rise 
and rise beyond the more than 
9 per cent now imposed. 
P art of the euphoria now em­ 
bracing our people was caused 
by the relatively light tax. the 
large income, and the small out­ 


go of the early years. In the 
first seven years, 1937-1943. the 
taxes yielded something like $5 
billion The outgo was $450 mil­ 
lion So there was a reserve of 
$4 8 billion (counting interest on 
securities in the trust fundi. 
This looked fine for the moment. 
But in the seven years 1957- 
1963 the income from taxes was 
$71 billion and the outgo was 
$77 billion. Thus the taxes col­ 
lected grew 14-fold, but the out­ 
go grew 174-fold. 


THE BENEFITS have been 
Increased in every election year 
(and also in 19631 and the taxes 
have 
been 
progressively 
in­ 
creased. 
I might go on and on to show 
the troubles ahead. But this will 
suffice to show the unsoundness 
of the course our government 
is pursuing and the unjust bur­ 
den we are passing on to other 
generations and to those work­ 
ers who are presently paying 
Social Security taxes. 
What is needed before another 
bill is passed by Congress is a 
real check-up of the system. 
But to suggest this is like the 
man who after a brief illness 
was told by his doctor that he 
should go to the hospital for a 
week's check-up. 
The man didn't want to take 
the time and also he was afraid 
to face the fact*

Chinese leaders. 
Five years ago — Bargaining 
resumed in a longshore strike 
that 
shut 
down 
ports 
from 
Maine to Texas on October first. 


The unique American process 
of putting a president in t h e 
White House takes all of a year 
and a half. 
Things really get under way 
with the selection of the cities 
where the national party con­ 
ventions will be held 
It was 
back in June 1963 that the Re­ 
publicans chose San Francisco 
and the Democrats picked At­ 
lantic City for their 1964 meet­ 
ings. 
And let it be noted that big 
American cities are willing to 
spend a lot of money to get a 
party convention 
San Francis­ 
co. for example, won the Re­ 
publicans with an offer of $850.- 
000 cash, free hotel rooms for 
some committees and various 
fringe benefits. Atlantic C i t y 
cam e up with a $625,000 cash of­ 
fer to the Democrats, plus free 
rental of the convention hall. 


AFTER THE convention cities 
are chosen, there are rumbles 
about who's going to run. Things 
begin to shape up more exactly 
in the spring of the presidential 
election year with the presiden­ 
tial preference primaries. 
The power of the p r i rn a r v 
was abundantly demonstrated in 
1960 by the late President John 
F Kennedy. A Roman Catholic, 
he had to prove to Democratic 
party leaders he could win in a 
heavily Protestant state. He did 
just that in West V i r g i n i a , 
against Sen 
Hubert Humphrey 
of Minnesota — and the rest is 
history. 
In all states, during the first 
half of the year, the Democrats 
and Republicans select delegates 
to their national 
conventions. 
These delegates are chosen by 
primaries in some states, and 
by party conventions or state 
party committees in others. 
Delegates to the conventions 
are generally substantial people, 
although they don't always look 
that way during the televised, 
sign-jiggling “spontaneous dem ­ 
onstrations ” 
The Brookings Institution has 
reported that “ the average dele­ 
gate is a responsible citizen in 
his fifties, with a college edu­ 
cation and an income of about 
$10,000 a year.” 
The Republican delegates look 
a little more affluent than the 
Democratic ones But the Dem­ 
ocrats. it is widely agreed, have 
more fun 


THERE ARE more Democrat­ 
ic delegates, too Eligible to take 
part in their national conven­ 
tion this year were 2.944 dele­ 
gates and 2.208 alternates. The 
Republicans had 1,308 delegates 
and 1,308 alternates. 
Both parties have rather com­ 
plicated formulas to decide how 
many delegates each state will 
have. 
The convention system, l i k e 
the primary setup, is often criti­ 
cized. 
“ Political conventions repre­ 
sent more wasted energy, more 
futile fruitless endeavor, more 
useless expenditure of n o i s e , 
money and talent than any in­ 
stitution on earth.” commented 
writer Irvin S. Cobb 
But conventions keep going 
In the same old way. largely be­ 
cause they work fairly well and 
because no more effective meth­ 
od has been found They come 


up with candidates quickly in 
most instances, and quite often 
those chosen are good men by 
any standard. 
The main business of a con­ 
vention. aside from p i c k i n g 
nominees for president and vice 
president, is to agree on a plat­ 
form for the party. 
This can stir great heat and 
controversy 
at 
the 
time, 
al­ 
though few except those most af 
fetted by particular planks can 
remember very long just what 
was the platform. 


ONCE THE candidates a r e 
chosen and the platform print 
cd, there is usually a q u i e t 
time of several weeks 
But the fireworks generally 
start going off by early Septenv 
ber, and then there follows a 
terrific amount of activity -• 
speaking tours. TV and radio 
speeches — maybe e v e n de 
bates — newspaper stories and 
editorials by the many thou 
sands, magazine articles, b i l l 
board advertising, sloganeering 
of all sorts, charges and count­ 
er-charges. 
All this roars on until election 
day — the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November. 
That is the day when the indi­ 
vidual voter becomes master of 
those who would lead him. 


And yet, the election of the 
president is not by the voters 
at all, but by the presidential 
electors — another system often 
deplored but never changed. 
Each state has as many elect­ 
ors as it has senators and rep­ 
resentatives in Congress. T h e 
electors are nominated for each 
party by the state party con­ 
vention or the state central com­ 
mittee. 
The people choose between the 
rival slates of electors, but us 
ualiy they don't even know who 
the electors are — they just 
vote Democratic or Republican. 


THE ELECTORS are not le­ 
gally bound to vote for the party 
candidate, hut they almost al­ 
ways do. They meet at the state 
capitals on the first Monday aft­ 
er the second Wednesday in De 
comber, vote and pass the word 
to Washington. 
The party getting the highest 
popular vote in a state, even if 
it is not a majority, gets all the 
state's electoral votes. 
On next Jan 6 Congress will 
meet for the counting of t h e 
electoral votes 
There are 538 
of them and it takes 270 to win. 
All this is largely formality. 
The outcome of the election is 
often known on election day. sel­ 
dom very long after. 
Finally will come a n o t h e r 
great climax — the inaugura­ 
tion on Jan 
20 This is a time 
of parades and balls, galas and 
merrymaking It is also a time 
of great solemnity. 
Especially solemn Is the m a 
ment when the newly - elected 
president sta nds before the mul* 
titude at the Capitol and takes 
this oath of office prescribed 
by the Constitution- 
“ I do solemnly swear that I 
will faithfully execute the office 
of president of the U n i t e d 
States, and will to the hest of 
my 
ability, 
preserve 
protect 
and defend the Constitution of 
the United States.”

She spanked h I rn 
again and a third time, in vain 
Then, in desperation, she seiz­ 
ed one of the child's hands, clos­ 
ed it around a block, put his 
hand over the pail, released it 
so as to drop the block. She 
continued this procedure until 
all the blocks were back in the 
pail. 
“ There!” she said wfith a sigh. 
supposing she had forced him 
to obey her and pick up t h e 
blocks. 
But she had not Ile had not 
picked up the blocks; she had. 
She merely used him as a ro­ 
bot, picking up the blocks her­ 
self. She probably could never 
have forced this child to pick 
up those blocks even if s h e 
had beaten him almost to death. 
If that child had been seven. 
eight or nine years old. he might 
hsve had expreiences enough to 
cause him to choose to pick up 
the blocks at her command, or 
her threat of punishment. 


TF YOU are a parent of a 
child from two to four or five, 
don’t command him to do spe­ 
cific acts; ask him instead and 
try to win his readiness to do it 
If you can’t, let him choose not 
to accede to your request. Aim 
to he more persuasive next 
time. 
If. 
instead, 
you 
command 
this little child and he doesn’t 
obey, you feel you must force 
him to obey. If then you fail, 
how you have practiced him 
In stubbornness and disobedi­ 
ence But you had merely made 
a request of him and he chose 
not to accede, he had not dis­ 
obeyed You had no occasion to 
punish him then or even to feel 
angry at him. 
Unfortunately, many a young 
parent having made a request, 
having asked this little tot to do 
something, is disturbed or an­ 
gry if this child chooses not to 
accede to the request. Th e n , 
alas, the parent is inclined to 
say, “ You must."

Christ. If we cannot walk as 
' brothers in the fullness of Christ- 
charity then we read Christ all 
wrong We confess together that 
Christ is our I/>rd and the only 
mediator between God and man. 


Despite divergent views re­ 
garding various aspects of our 
relationship to Christ we walk 
the path together, seeing Christ 
as our life, our light our way 
We see each other as brothers 
of Christ. 


We both have the S a c r e d 
Scriptures, the Word of God. 
True, there are differences in 
our understanding of the Bible 
and 
its 
relationship 
to 
th e 
Church. Yet. for the most part. 
we both find in Scripture those 
things Christ taught and did for 
our salvation. The day Is not 
too far off when we shall have 
a common Bible. 
Goodwill on both sides will ac­ 
complish this.

We both hold to Baptism and 
the Lord’s Supper as a fulfill­ 
ment of the Will of Christ. We 
might differ in understanding 
how this is accomplished, but 
we both try to do what Christ 
wants of us. We participate in 
these sacraments with that mo­ 
tive. 
Both of us see our faith as a 
molding of a Christian way of 
life and lf we strive to l o v e 
Christ with pure, unmixed mo­ 
tives, 
we will 
find 
ourselves 
working together 
in 
harmony 
and good will. 
We have seen the fruits of this 
accomplished in the Ohio Val­ 
ley.

IA S ANGELES ( AP) — “This 
is nitroglycerin,” said the hank 
bandit, nervously brandishing a 
small bottle of colorless fluid. 
“Give me all your money!”

dropped the bottle. 
It broke, .spilling tap water on 
the marble floor. 
“Oh. dam .” said the bandit. 
as bank employes closed in and 
grabbed him. 
It was one of the two bank 
robberies which occur, accord­ 
ing 
to 
FBI 
statistics, 
every 
three banking days in Los An­ 
geles County. 


For I>os Angeles, bankers will 
tell you as their eyes rove nerv­ 
ously over the lobby, is the 
bank robbery capital of the na­ 
tion. 
Police say that so far this 
year bandits have taken more 
than a quarter of a million dol­ 
lars from banks in the city. 
Outlying areas have lost more. 
Despite the ineptness of some 
of the bandits, most get some 
money. 
“ See that worker in the wheel 
chair?” asked a bank official 
pointing across the firm s exec­ 
utive office. “ He was a trainee 


teller who was shot and 
lyzed • because he didn't 
j fast enough for a bandit. 
“ That's why we stress strict 
compliance. We tell our em ­ 
ployes 
‘Try 
and 
rem em ber 
what he looks like. But do what 
he says.’ " 
Once the bandit walks out of 
the bank with his loot —a one- 
teller robbery is rarely good for 
more than $1,000 — his trouble 
starts. 
The Bank of America has a 
security system that includes a 
hidden movie cam era, triggered 
by the teller, which takes tile 
robber s picture. 
Public awareness of the prob­ 
lem also helps. 
One am ateur was captured 
when a woman custom er, park­ 
ing in the bank’s lot, thought it 
strange that a man with a sack 
climbed into the trunk of his car 
and closed the lid. 
She told 
police, who flushed out the man.

The Mystery Of Dress Size Versus Weight 


Then* Is no average Ameri­ 
can figure. We are either short­ 
er, taller, thicker or thinner than 
the so-called mythical average. 
It's surprising 
t h a t dress 
m a n ufactur- 
ers can make 
c l o t h e s as 
ready - to - 
wear as they 
are. When la­ 
dies of assort­ 
ed w e I g h t s 
and s h a p e s 
compare dress 
Ida Jean Kaio 
sizes, the figures are unbeliev­ 
able. 


LET’S TRY to clear up the 
dress-size - versus - weight mys­ 
tery. 
First clue: There Is a weight 
range within which you c a n , 
wear a certain size dress. The 
standard number of pounds be­ 
tween sizes depends on struc­ 
ture. In the large size dress 
category there is a 16-pound dif­ 
ference from one size to the 
next; In the medium size range 
ft’s a 12 to 15 pound difference; 
and in small sizes a 10-pound 
difference. 
Specifically, this means that 
you can wear a dress at vary­ 
ing weights within your dress 
size category and still b t as­ 
sured of a reasonable fit. 
Second clue: The number of 
pounds to your next dress size J 
depends on how near you are 
to the top weight limit on your 
present size. Manufacturers, ca­ 
tering to milady’s vanity, m ake' 
dress sizes on the basis of med­ 
ian weight, which is within a 
few pounds of the weight limit 
of that size. 
The telling clue: If you are 
crowding the seams of the size 
you now wear, or lf your pres­ 
ent size requires easing here 
and there, alas, you are bor­ 
dering on the next size category. 
In order to fit into a dress a 
size smaller, you would need to 
slim down all the pounds be­ 
tween your size and the next 
smaller. This could be f ro rn 
1ft pounds to 16-plus pounds, de­ 
pending on your size category. 


If you are In the medium size 
range, you may be able to gain 
12 to 16 pounds before you are 
absolutely forced to graduate to 
the larger size. Here again the 
number you can gain without 
changing your size depends on 
your present size. 
It may be cold comfort, but 
there are no more pounds be­ 
tween sizes coming down the 
scale than there were going up.

Easy Solution Offered 
If Posts Are Decayed 


By DOUGLAS TUOMEY 
A week or so ago we saw a 
very clever and practical re­ 
pair m ade to the supporting 
posts between the doors of a 
double garage. 
T erm ites had infested the post 
up to a height of IO inches above 
the garage floor. It had look­ 
ed as though the owner was in 
for an expensive repair bill, but 
a handy man cam e up with the 
following answer to the prob­ 
lem. 
His first step was to cut the 
post through at a level above 
the term ite dam age after he had 
driven two 2-bv-4's between the 
floor and the header above the 
doors. 
This took the weight off the 
past and prevented any sag or 
dropping of the front wall of the 
garage. The next step was to 
build a box or form beneath the 
sawed-off post, m aking it just 
large enough to offer a f u 11 
bearing for the post. 
Next, this was filled with con­ 
crete which came up just enough 
to have the bottom of the post 
slightly embedded. After four or 
five days, the box was removed, 
leaving a sturdy support and a 
perm anent one. 
In most cases the center sup­ 
port of a double garage door will 
be boxed in around the post, in 


which case the trim must be 
removed 
before the work 
is 
started and then replaced with 
any additional alteration the size 
of the concrete support m a y 
make necessary. 
The actual cost of m aterial 
for this job was less than $10 
and the actual time required 
was five hours

United States have been urged to put the heat on for 
fire safety at home. 
The cam paign stems from statistics which blame 
90 per cent of hom e-destroying fires on preventable 
hazards. Houses claimed by fire in the U. S. last year 
totaled 300.000. 
An estimated 4 5 million children in elem entary 
schools are expected to qualify as Junior Fire M ar­ 
shals in 1964. In co-operation with the schools and 
local fire departm ents, the H artford Insurance Group 
teaches fire safety rules. The company sponsors the 
program nationally, alerting children to the danger 
of stored papers and magazines, highly-flam m able 
liquids, burning trash, worn appliance cords, portable 
heaters near drapes, smoking in bed. improper fuses 
and poorly placed extension cords.

ANSWER: Light and heat are related 
it s easy to realize 
this when you go out in the sunlight and feel its w arm th on 
your skin R em em ber, too. that white contains all the other 
colors 
som e of these, especially the reds, oranges and yel­ 
lows. being called “ w a rm ” colors. Our body tem p eratu res 
rise slightly if we are surrounded by w arm colors. Black, on 
the other hand, is the absence of color and light. so. if light 
and white m ean w arm th, black m eans cold 


You m ight think that black, being cold, would be the 
right color for a hot climate, and white, being w arm , would 
be right for winter wear. But it’s just the other way around, 
that's because the surface of the white object does not ab­ 
sorb the white rays; it repels them Since this object has not 
absorbed the w arm white rays, it rem ains cool, which is why 
white clothing is good in hot climate. In reverse, a black ob­ 
ject absorbs the w arm er white rays, so it tends to be w arm . 


FOR YOU TO DO: Prove these points by the experim ent 
in the picture Have a white card and a black one; let a few 
drops of candle wax fall on each When wax cools, hold both 
cards an equal distance from a lighted bulb Since the black 
card gets w arm er, the wax on this will melt first.
